to involve this nation in any war 
or for any other purpose. 


In his first avowedly political 
speech, the President answered the 
most important charges made by 
his Republican rival and, in ridi- 
culing his opponent, pointed out 
the social and economic gains since 
1932, including the upsurge in busi- 
ness created by the national de- 
fense program. 

Roosevelt told the cheering au- 
dience which took up all the sit- 
ting and standing space in the Con- 
vention Hall, where he was nomi- 
nated in 1936 and where Willkie 
Was nominated this year, that the 
time had come for him to answer 
the “deliberate falsifications of 
fact” and the “more fantastic mis- 
statements of this campaign.”

The agreement, which would sup- 
ersede the existing armistice terms, 
would make the French fleet re- 
sponsible for defense of the naval 
bases, but would not otherwise in- 
volve its use by the Axis Powers 
for war against Britain, these 
sources declared. 


In return, it was said, Germany 
would release all French war pris- 
oners, estimated at 2,000,000 men, 
and would move the frontier of the 
unoccupied area of France north- 
ward from Tours and the Swiss 
frontier to the Seine River. 


Paris, which straddles the Seine, 
would be placed under a .special 
government, with part of the city 
ruled by the government of Premier 
Henri Philippe Petain and part by 
German authorities, it was said. 

The naval bases which would fall 
to the Axis under the projected 
agreement were said to be Dakar, 
capital of French West Africa; 
Toulon, on France’s Mediterranean 
coast; Casablanca, in French Mo- 
rocco, and Bizerte, in Tunisia. 
Air bases would be given the Axis 
in North Africa and Syria—stra- 
tegically situated for a possibe as- 
sault on Egypt and the Near East. 


Diplomatic sources described the 
projected agreement with France 
as purely a “transitional arrange-' 
ment,” and said the Germans had 
made it clear that final peace terms 
would depend on France’s “loyal 
collaboration” until the end of the 
war. 

Laval was represented as anxious 
for a definite peace settlement, but 
Petain and others, it was said, flat- 
ly refused to pay the price—an out- 
right alliance with Germany against 
Britain. Petain therefore was re- 
ported to have been persuaded to 
accept the projected new agreement 
as the lesser of two evils. His only 
alternative was said to have been 
German-Italian occupation of all 
France. 

French sources said one argu- 
ment used by the Germans to ob- 
tain France's co-operation was that 
the conquered republic might starve 
this winter unless the British block- 
ade were broken down. It was sug- 
gested that Hitler might have used 
similar arguments to persuade 
Spain.

Stimson Says Air Units 
Won’t Take Own Ships

Strengthen Garrison. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day some of the 110 war planes re- 
called from sale to Sweden would 
be used to reinforce Philippine de- 


fenses, 
Two pursuit squadrons ordered 


to the islands yesterday will use 
the aircraft originally manufac- 
tured for Sweden, and will not take 
their own planes, Stimson told his 
press conference. 

For the time being, he said, there 
are no additional plans to strength- 
en the garrison of the islands. He 
said Gen. Douglas MacArthur, for- 
mer chief of staff, who is training 
the Philippine Commonwealth 
Army, reported recently he had 
about 125,000 native troops, armed 
with United States equipment. 

Asked whether the War Depart- 
ment believed the far-slung Philip- 
pines could be defended against ma- 
jor invasion, Stimson said, “I can’t 
conceive of American citizens and 
property being left undefended.” 

The army disclosed yesterday 
that two pursuit squadrons, made 
up of 30 or more combat planes 
and some 320 officers and men, 
would sail soon for Manila. One 
pursuit squadron, one bombing 
squadron and one observation 
squadron already are based in the 
Philippines. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox said 
at a press conference that the Unit- 
ed States was “not indifferent to- 
ward any territory under the Ameri- 
can flag.” 

When his comment was sought 
on the theories of some military 
authorities that it would be diffi- 
cult to hold the islands, 7000 miles 
from the United States against a 
large-scale attack, Knox replied 
crisply: “We can defend any- 
thing.” 

Knox said aggreement had been 
reached with Great Britain and 
Canada on the site of an army-navy 
naval and air base on the southern 
shore of Newfoundland. Without 
giving the exact site, he said the 
chief base would be established at 
one point and a flying field some 
distance away.

Writing in Il Giornale d'Italia, 
Gayda said the United States “is 
entering imperialistic waters which 
formerly belonged to England.” 

The new American Imperialism, 
he asserted, has. progressed from 
the former “dollar imperialism” to 
a “political and military monopoly 
of positions and bases shown in 
ever vaster constellations around 
the starry republic.” 

Gayda interpreted the _ recent 
statement of Frank Knox, Secretary 
of the Navy, that the United States 
would obtain additional Pacific 
bases as evidence that America is 
“preparing to lend another hand to 
the progressive destruction of the 
British Empire by constituting her- 
self heiress to the positions and 
riches which formerly formed a 
part of British power.” 

He said there is no question that 
the United States “is floating in 
gold” and could perform miracles 
in rearmament. 

“But there is a question whether 
the necessary national spirit such 
as has been created in Italy and 
Germany will accompany this mili- 
tary preparation, Gayda said.

the killer of Upton Hammond, a 
union plasterer, who was clubbed | 
to death yesterday in the pitched 


battle at a Pine Lawn subdivision 
between non-union employes of the 
Schuermann Building & Real Es- 
tate Co. and AFL pickets. Four 
other men were shot and at least 
30 beaten in the fight between 200 
non-union workmen and about 60 
pickets. 

The Coroner’s jury found that 
Hammond, 69 years old, died of a 
fractured skull, the result of a blow 
inflicted by Chestnut, who was 
identified by two witnesses. The 
yerdict recommended that the facts 
be presented to the grand jury. 

Chestnut did not testify on advice 
of his attorney, Edwin A. Smith. 
He was returned to jail at Clayton 
after the inquest, held at the Bau- 
mann Bros. mortuary in Overland. 

Two Identify Chestnut. 

Two AFL pickets, among those 
routed in the fight, identified Chest- 
nut as the man who swung a 2x4 
on Hammond’s head when Ham- 
mond was running to escape the 
onrushing Schuermann employes. 
The witnesses were William Bales, 
2934 Arlington avenue, and William 
Sweazea, 1619 Ludwig place, Wells- 
ton, both laborers. Each testified 
that Hammond carried only an “Un- 
fair” sign attached to a slender 
stick, 

Deputy Sheriff Roy Erickson, the 
only police officer on the scene 
when the fight started, testified 
Chestnut tried to strike him with 
aclub, but he warded off the blow. 
Erickson said he telephoned for 
aid and later found Hammond un- 
conscious in the street. 

Constable Rudy Baumer told the 
jury that after the fight he saw 
Chestnut carrying a 2x4 club and 
heard talk of “how we fixed them.” 
He later recalled the incident and 
arrested Chestnut last night at his 
home on Bellefontaine road. 

Foreman Also Accused. 

Warrants charging Chestnut and 
Lee Schuermann, foreman on the 
construction job, with assault to 
kill were issued today by Justice 
of the Peace John Wesley Ward 
Jr. of Clayton. Chestnut was 
charged with hitting another AFL 
picket, James Moran, with a 2x4 
club. 

Schuermann, a brother of Nor- 
man Schuermann, head of the Schu- 
ermann enterprises, was charged 
with assault to kill two Negro AFL 
pickets with a shotgun. Both men

Bond was fixed at $5000 
on each charge and a preliminary 
hearing was set for next Thursday 
before Justice of the Peace Ward.

HOLT ASSAILS ‘ACTS OF WAR? 
BY MEN WHO PREACH PEACE 


Demands Explanation of Purchase 
of Liner to Be Used as 
Troop Transport. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
Senator Holt (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, asserted in the Senate today 
that some “high officials of the 
administration were practicing sub- 
terfuge by “preaching peace while 

they are going to war.” 

He made the statement in com- 
menting on the army’s purchase of 
the liner President Roosevelt to be 
used as a troop ship. Reading a 
newspaper account of the purchase, 
Holt demanded to know what use 
was to be made of the ship. 

“I'd like to know if the army is 
going to transport conscripts up the 
Mississippi with it,” Holt said. Ob- 
viously referring to President 
Roosevelt’s address last night, Holt 
said a “high official” of the ad- 
ministration had promised that no 
American boys would be sent over- 
seas to participate in foreign wars. 
He added, “It does no good to 
preach peace and then indulge in 
acts of war.”

Old Egan Gang Chief to 
Wind Up 25-Year Term 
After Nearly 16 Years in 
U. S. Prisons. 


William P. (Dinty) Colbeck, for- 
mer Fifth Ward member of the 
Democratic City Committee and 
leader of the old Egan Gang of 
robbers and feudists, is due to be 
released from Atlanta Federal Peni- 
tentiary next Sunday, after serving 
nearly 16 years of a 25-year term 
for a $54,000 mail robbery at Staun- 
ton, Ill. He was convicted also of 
a $260,000 mail robbery in down- 
town St. Louis and his 15-year sen- 
tence in that case has run concur- 
rently with the longer sentence. 

At the Department of Justice in 
Washington it was said today Col- 
beck’s release was set for the com- 
ing week-end, but might be de- 
layed for a month by a $4000 fine 
still pending. If he cannot pay the 
fine he will have to remain another 
30 days, after which he may obtain 
his release by taking a pauper’s 
oath. 

Colbeck was first sent to Leaven- 
worth Prison but has been at At- 
lanta since April, 1926. There he 
has worked at his trade of plumb- 
ing ‘in the prison, where he has 
been chief steamfitter. By this 
work he has added two days a 
month to his time credit of one- 
third off for good behavior. 

Took Egan’s Place. 

Colbeck became leader of the 
Egan Gang, also known as Egan's 
Rats, after Constable William T. 
Egan was shot to death by uniden- 
tified assailants, in front of his 
Franklin avenue saloon Oct. 31, 
1921. Under Colbeck’s leadership, 
the Egan followers made their 
headquarters at Maxwelton race- 
track on St. Charles road, and en- 
gaged in street fights with the 
rival Hogan Gang. 

‘wo unusually bold daylight 
mail robberies, in the spring of 
1923, were laid at the door of the 
Egan Gang by Ray Renard, a for- 
mer member of the gang who 
turned witness for the Govern- 
ment. An armored mail truck was 
robbed of $260,000 in a holdup at 
Fourth and Locust streets, St. 
Louis, April 2, 1923. On May 26, 
on a depot platform at Staunton, 
Ill, a postmaster and mail clerk 
were robbed of $u+,000. 

Colbeck and seven of his pals 
were indicted for the St. Louis 
robbery. Their first trial, in No- 
vember, 1924, ended in a jury dis- 


agreement. In the meantime, Col- 
beck and eight others were in- 
dicted at Quincy, Ill. for the 


Staunton robbery. 
Sent to Leavenworth. 


The nine defendants were con- 
victed in the Staunton case by a 


jury at Quincy, Nov. 15, 1924, and 
were sentenced by United States 
District Judge Fitzhenry to prison) 
terms of 25 years each, and were 
sent to Leavenworth immediately.

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Willkie Confetti Shower 
Mystery Is Cleared Up 


“Committee on Enthusiasm” Distributed 
10,000 Pounds of It, Also 50,000 Ser- 
pentines, Bought by G. O. P. 


The mystery surrounding the 
huge confetti and streamer shower 
which greeted Wendell Willkie on 
his arrival in St. Louis last Thurs- 
day was cleared up today by the 
cheerful admission that 10,000 
pounds of confetti and about 50,- 
000 serpentine streamers were pur- 
chased for the occasion with Re- 
publican funds. 

James W. Irwin, assistant to 
President Edgar M. Queeny of the 
Monsanto Chemical Co., one of the 
State’s Republican leaders, said he 
had bought the mass of colored 
paper in his capacity as chair- 
man of the committee in charge 
of Willkie’s Missouri tour. 

“That was a tremendous demon- 
stration,” Irwin said, “and you 
can’t organize those things on a 
small scale. We could buy the con- 
fetti, but we couldn’t buy the en- 
thusiasm.” 

To make sure that the confetti 
would be properly thrown, Irwin 
had appointed a Committee on En- 
thusiasm, consisting of about 100 
Republican workers. It was the 


job of committee members to see 
that the confetti was distributed 
to about 25 “depots” along the pa- 
rade route and that it got into the 
hands of office workers who would 
throw it from windows within a 
period of about 15 minutes. 

The committee members were 
told to caution office workers not 
to throw the bits of paper until 
they could see the parade approach- 
ing. But in some instances the 
people in the windows let their 
enthusiasm—and the confetti—get 
away from them, so that the color- 
ful shower began long before Will- 
kie’s open car came in sight. 

It was a big show, and Irwin 
had only two complaints. He no- 
ticed a little ungentlemanly booing 
as the parade passed Democratic 
headquarters at Tenth and Olive 
streets. And he had just a little 
trouble with the Committee on En- 
thusiasm. 

Asked if the Committee on En- 
thusiasm had a chairman, Irwin 
replied a little wryly: “It did, but 
he didn’t show up for work.”

administration that passes laws to 
provide for social security but 
which fails to put men back to 
work has done only half its job. 

“The other night when I was 

speaking in Chicago I put certain 
questions to the third-term candi- 
date, none of which he answered 
last night. I plan to put some of 
the same questions to him today. 
The Democratic platform of 1932 
promised a drastic reduction of 
governmental expenses. It prom- 
ised a Federal budget annually bal- 
ances and the New Deal candidate 
accepted that pledge in his own 
words 100 per cent. 
“But not once in the eight years 
of his administration has the Fed- 
eral budget even approached a 
balance. The Government expendi- 
tures have been more than dou- 
bled. 

“The debt has been doubled. 
More than 60 billion dollars has 
been spent, two-fifths of all the 
money spent by the Federal Gov- 
ernment since its founding over 150 
years ago. And the number of 
employes on the Federal payroll 
has been raised from 560,000 to 
more than a million. Now, third- 
term candidate, tell the American 
people whether Wendell . Willkie 
falsified that part of the record. 

“The Democratic platform of 
1932 also promised a sound cur- 
rency to be preserved at all haz- 
ards—I am quoting its language— 
but six weeks after taking office, 
the third-term candidate suspend- 
ed the gold standard. 

“In the autumn of 1933, he under- 
took a disastrous experiment with 
a commodity dollar. Even today 
he retains in his own hands the 
power to alter the value of the dol- 
lar at any moment. And the mone- 
tary policy of the nation is offi- 
cially stated to be on a 24-hour 
basis. 

“Mr. Third-Term Candidate, tell 
the people whether Wendell Willkie 
falsified that part of the record. 

Tax Question. 

“The third-term candidate when 
he was running for his first term 
said: ‘I propose to use this posi- 
tion of high responsibility to dis- 
cuss up and down the country the 
duty of reducing taxes.’ And he 
said that nothing was more import- 
ant than (and I am quoting his 
language) this covenant with the 
taxpayers of the country. 


“But under his administration 
the Federal tax burden has been 


trebled; taxes have been lifted to 
levels that have been exceeded only 
in one year during the World War.

But on 
J-ly 3, 1933, the third-term candi- 
date killed the London Economic 
Conference. fe repudiated the 
program of stabilization whict he 
h'mself had instructed our dele- 
. tes to present. 


Helped Democracies Fall. 


“And, in my judgment, by that 
act he contributed more to the fall 
ol the democracies and the rise of 
the dictators than was performe1 
by any single act of any govern- 
ment in the world. 


“It was the financial bankruptcy, 


lowed the collapse of that confer- 
ence, where there was so much of 
hope of stabilization, that caused 
the beginning of the decline of 
th. democracies and the rise of the 
dictatorships. 


“Last night, the third-term can- 
didate, referring to the Democratic 
platform of 1940, quoted this lan- 
guage from that platform: 

“*We will not participate in for- 
eign wars and we will not send 
our army, naval or air forces to 
fight in foreign lands outside of 
the Americas except in: cases of 
attack.’ 

“I hope, I hope sincerely, that 
that pledge made last night by

Truthful Campaign 
Discussion Essential. 


Truthful campaign discussion of 
public issues is essential to the 
American form of Government; but 
wilful misrepresentation of fact has 
no place during election time or at 
any other time. For example, there 
can be no objection to any party or 
‘any candidate urging that the un- 
‘developed water power of this na 
tion should be harnessed by private 
utility companies rather than by 
the Government itself; or that the 
Social Security law should be re- 
pealed, or that the truth-in-securi- 
ties act should be abrogated. 

But it is entirely a different thing 
for any party or any candidate to 
state, for example, that the Presi- 
dent of the United States tele- 
phoned to Mussolini and Hitler to 
sell Czecho-Slovakia down the 
river; or that the unfortunate un- 
employed of the nation are going 
to be driven into concentration 
camps; or that the Social Security 
funds of the nation will not be 
in existence when the workers. of 
today become old enough to apply 
‘for them; or that the election of 
ithe present Government means 
the end of American democracy 
within four years. They know, 
that all of these statements are 
false. 

Certain techniques of propaganda, 

created and developed in dicta- 
tor countries have been imported 
It is the very 
simple technique of repeating and 
repeating falsehoods, with the idea 
that by constant repetition and 
with no contradiction, the misstate- 
ments will finally come to be be- 
lieved. 
Dictators have had great success 
in using this technique; but only 
because they were able to control 
the press and radio, and to stifle 
all opposition. That is why I can- 
not bring myself to believe that 
in a democracy like ours, where 
the radio and a part of the press 
remain open to both sides, repeti- 
tion of deliberate misstatements 
will ever prevail. 


Charge That Purpose 


Is to Create Fear. 


I make the charge now that these 
falsifications are being spread for 
the purpose of filling the minds and 


fear. They are used to create fear 
by instilling in the minds of the 
people doubt of each other, doubt of 
their Government, and doubt of 
the purposes of their democracy. 

This type of campaign has a 
familiar ring. It reminds us of 
the scarecrow of 1936, that the So- 
cial Security funds were going to 
be diverted from the pockets of 
the American working man. 

It reminds us of the scarecrow of 
1932 that “grass will grow in the 
streets of a hundred cities; a 
thousand towns; the weeds will 
overrun the fields of millions of 
farms.” 

The American people will not be 
stampeded into panic. The effort 
failed before. It will fail again. 
They will not be scared by this 
blitzkrieg of verbal incendiary 
bombs. They are now calmly 
aware that once more, “the only 
thing we have to fear is fear it- 
self.” 

I consider it a public duty to 
answer falsifications with facts. I 
will not pretend that I find this an 
unpleasant duty. I am an old cam- 
paigner, and I love a good fight. 

The Presidency is not a prize to 
be won by mere glittering promises. 
It is not a commodity to be sold by 
high pressure salesmanship and na- 
tional advertising. The Presidency 
is a most sacred trust. It ought

The average hourly earnings of 
factory workers were 56 cents in 
the boom year of 1929. In Febru- 
ary, 1933, they had dropped to 45 
cents. They are now 67 cents— 
not only higher than in 1933, but, 
mark you, nearly 11 cents per hour 
bigger than in 1929 itself. 

Factory pay envelopes had fallen 

to five billion dollars pere year by 
1932. In 1940, the factory payrolls 
are running at the rate of 10 bil- 
lion dollars. 
And we must not forget that the 
cost of living is today 22 per cent 
lower than it was in 1929. That 
means something to the American 
family. 


Figures on Condition 


of Business Listed. 


An equally unpardonable falsifi- 
cation about our economy is made 
when the Republican leaders talk 
about American business—how it 
cannot make a profit, how little 
confidence it has in this administra- 
tion, and how this administration 
hates business. 

We know, if we but look at the 


record, that American business, big 
and small business, is way up above 
the level of 1932, and on a much 
sounder footing than it was even in 
the twenties, 


Do you need figures to prove it? 
Our national income has nearly 
doubled since 1932, from _ thirty 


nine bilipns up to the rate of 
seventy-four billions in 1940. If 
you consider the lower cost of liv- 
ing today, the national income is 
even higher now, than in the great 
boom year of 1929. 

In the ten years before the crash 
of 1929, the years of the so-called 
prosperity boom,- bank failures 
averaged over 600 a year. The 
number of bank failures last year 
was only 42. Ten of these were un- 
der Federal deposit insurance set 
up by this administration, and in 
these ten banks, 99 per cent of the 
depositors did not lose a dollar. 


During this administration the 
total number of bank failures for 
the entire seven years was less 
than the number of bank failures 


in any single one of the preceding 
ten years. 

And yet there are some banks 
now using money to advertise, or 
to send letters to their depositors, 
hinting that unless this adminis- 
tration is defeated, the deposits of 
their banks will be in danger. This 
is sheef intimidation to blackjack 
the election, and to return the 
financial control of the Government 
to the very forces which had nearly 
wrecked the natiop. 


Now as to corporation profits. 
They were a minus quantity in 
1932. Corporations ‘as a whole 
showed losses of almost four billion 
dollars that year.

And yet they say this adminis- 
tration preevnts profits and stifles 
business.

Great Fund Called 


Gigantic Pork Barrel. 


The President has asked for and 
has obtained ‘from Congress, 20 
blank-check appropriations totaling 
more than sixteen billion dollars. 

As is only human under such 
circumstances, he and those who 
surround him have used this great 
fund as a gigantic pork barrel. As 
must inevitably occur when such 
conditions are permitted, the New 
Deal leader has bought congres- 
sional support by rewarding his 
friends and punishing his enemies 
in both houses of Congress. 

The Federal Government today in- 
cludes no less than 133 administra- 
tive bodies. These include the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, the National Labor Relations 
Board, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, and all the others. The men 
who run these agencies are ap- 
pointed by the President. He ex-

When such an over- 
whelming control upon the eco- 
nomic and political life of a nation 
has been obtained by one man, his 
mere word becomes a potent wea- 
pon, 


We saw this vividly illustrated in 
the spring of 1937. You will recall 
that at the time our own counry and 
the rest of the world was recover- 
ing from the great depression. Com- 
modity prices were showing im- 
provement’ and business was going 
ahead. Had that improvement con- 
tinued, all necessity for the con- 
tinuance of a national emergency 
would have passed. We could have 
returned once more to the high road 
of democracy. 


Step by step, year by year, Mr. 
Roosevelt has gathered into his 
hands increasing power—“new in- 
struments of power’—such power 
as could in his own words, provide 
“shackles for the liberties of the 
people.” 

And yet with all this power, the 
New Deal has utterly failed to solve 
our economic problems, 

That failure was inevitable. It 
was the excessive concentration of 
power in the Government which 
produced the failure. 

But what does this administra- 
tion now tell us? 

As is only natural, it fails to 
recognize the causes of its failure. 
It asks for still more power. In 
this critical hour of our history, it 
demands that we set aside our 
deep-rooted principle of rotation in 
office. 

On its calamitous record of seven 
and a half years, the New Deal 
tells us that its leader is an in- 
dispensable man. After seven and 


cratic way of life. The New Deal 
asks us to perpetuate its power. 
This is the inevitable outcome of 
the course it has pursued. It asks 
us to keep the President in office 
indefinitely. It has laid down a 
challenge—a challenge to every- 
thing for which the American revo- 
lution was fought—a challenge to 
everything for which our Constitu- 
tion stands—a challenge to every- 
thing which has made America the 
land of hope, and the land of oppor- 
tunity. 

Let us pick up the challenge and 
hurl it back. 

Our national Government must 
be strong and powerful to deal with 
international affairs. It must have 
certain powers to build up our de- 
fenses and protect us from. the 
threat of war. But it can never 
make us strong abroad by weaken- 
ing us at home. The excessive con- 
centration of power over the do- 
mestic life of the nation must be 
checked, 

We, the people, must reclaim our 


tional defense, to broaden the work 
and extend the benefits of both 
these agencies. For they are a 
part of the lines of defense behind 
the first lines—training men and 
women for essential defense indus- 
tries and for other industries; edu- 
cating them to self reliance—to 
moral resistance against that way 
of life which ignores the individual. 

The one thing which must be ex- 
tended if we would help the young 
men and women of the nation, is to 
give them the opportunity to work. 


We have recognized that to the 
right to vote, to learn, to speak, to

A Wrestler’ 


When Big League | 
Magnates Convene. 
HEY’LL go along as they al- 
ways have done, doing as 
they please, but when the 
major league club owners get to- 
gether in December at Chicago, 
it wouid please some persons if 


they would legislate along cer- 
tain lines. 


How about more lights in 
the grandstands, so that custom- 
mers can see their scorecards and 
keep score? There could be 
shields on the playing field side 
of the lights so they wouldn’t 
bother the ball players. 

And how about arranging to 
sell single game tickets for fu- 
ture world series? We have en- 
countered scores of red hot fans 
each year who would like to 
pop for one game, but can’t af- 
ford to plunk down $33 for a set 
of tickets. They’d be glad to go 
for 11 bucks, and it would be a 
service to the cash customers if 
at all world series a portion of 
the ticket sale were made to 
take care of the not-so-flush fans. 
It also might be good business 
to gamble on a seventh game and 
sell seventh game tickets, either 
with the other strips, or sep- 
arately, so that when a series 
went the limit, there wouldn’t be 
so many empty seats at the 
final, which so frequently is the 
best and most easily remembered 
contest of the struggle. The 
smallest crowd of the 1940 series 
saw Buck Newsom and Paul Der- 
ringer in their brilliant duel. 


To Consult or 
Not to Consult. 


HERE ought to be a defi- 
T nite rule, one way or the oth- 
er, that umpires would auto- 
matically consult their fellow 
officials on request from either 
team, or that umpires never 
would risk a reversal by consult- 
ing their fellows. Sometimes they 
do and sometimes they don’t, and 
there are endless arguments 
when they don’t because the 
fussy managers figure perhaps 
they will after all. Quick appeals 
to other umpires would seem to 
be in the interest of shortening 
argumenis. 
Then let the parks have a pass 


gate and a press gate. Too many 
crimes are committed in the 
name of the press. Politicians 


and others to whom the clubs ex- 
tend courtesies congest the press 
gate entrances and the casual ob- 
server must get the impression 
that the newspapers get scuds of 


free tickets, which they don’t. 
On large days the actually work- 
ing newspaper man has to fight 
his way to the gate and brave 
many a dirty look, before get- 
ting the preferential nod from 
the courteous gentlemen who 
man the press gates, There 
ought to be league rules, order- 
ing .all clubs to separate the 
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press from the casual deadheads. 


There should be telephones 
from each press box to an at- 
tendant on the field, so the um- 
pires and managers could be 
consulted on questionable plays. 
All clubs are supposed to have 
such telephones, and they are 
installed, but usualy go out of 
order the first day and remain 
out of commission from then on. 
St. Louis is an exception, The 
telephone works and the attend- 
ant is courteous and accommo- 
dating. 


Official Scoring 


Responsible Job. 
FFICIAL scorers, 
Qo: world series games, 

should be selected from men 
who are not going to be too busy 
during the games to watch all 
plays closely. You can’t keep a 
score, write 5000 words on your 
portable and see every play on 
the field and the official scorers 
at the recent series proved that. 
They missed several. Official 
scoring should be a _ responsibil- 
ity, as well as an honor. 

Something should be done to 
shorten games. Umpires should 
discourage the stalling contests 
between pitchers and batters. 
The pitcher delays his pitch and 
so the batter steps out of the box. 
Then when the batter is ready, the 
pitcher decides to fondle the 
rosin again. It wastes too much 
time. And let the players knock 
the dirt out of their spikes be- 
fore reaching the batter’s box. 
They aren’t Pavlowas up there 
whacking at their heels with 
bats. In short they aren’t Pav- 
lowas. 

Customers shold have the priv- 
ilege of passout checks. There’s 
no argument against it except 
that the fan may go across the 
street for a better and cheaper 
sandwich. Let him go. The thea- 
ters give pass out checks. In 
fact the theater managers could 
teach ball clubs a lot about cour- 
tesy. That is, they could try. 

There should be a uniform rule 
about qualifications for the bat- 
ting championship, based on 
games or times at bat. And the 
American League ought to see 
that the Browns get at least four 
good pitchers before the 1941 sea- 
son opens.

It seems unlikely that he 


unless he was reasonably sure of 
the result, at any rate in regard to 
Spain. 

On the other hand, too much 


Italian navy is either unwilling or 
unable to contest in battle. The 
German navy, what there is left 
of it, cannot come to the aid of 
the Italians while the British hold 
Gibraltar and while a superior fleet 
blocks the way.

French warships not included in 
the above totals), threatening all 
Britain's shipping round the Cape, 
and from South America—which is 
to say, all connection with the Far 
East, with Persian oil, with Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, with Ar- 
gentine beef and grain, even with 
Venezuelan oil. 

Additional cruisers and destroy- 
etfs would make life miserable for 
even well-escorted convoys; the, 
Support of Spanish Atlantic bases 
at Ferrol and Cadiz, added to Casa 
Blanca and Dakar, would give the 
Axis a great advantage over British 
forces operating from the island 
of Great Britain.

North Africa or some sudden de- 
velopment in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean changes the picture.

American Risk of 
War Is Being Run 
in Pacific, Not in 
Atlantic. 


HE true position of the United 
T srates in this very dangerous 

world has not been clarified. 
On the contrary, it has been con- 
fused and obscured, For the truth 
is that the position in the Pacific 
is immediately critical whereas the 
chances that the young men who 
registered for the draft will ever 
be sent to fight in Europe are for 
all practical purposes zero. 


The voters are being confused by 
their leaders into worrying about 
remote and imaginary risks and 
into forgetting the immediate and 
real risks, 

If all that stood between the 
American people and another Euro- 
pean expeditionary force were the 
intentions and promises of Mr. 
Roosevelt or of Mr. Willkie then 
the people might well have cause 
to wonder. Campaign promises, 
hastily dished up in the last des- 
perate weeks before an election, 
count for nothing as against the 
tide of events and of circumstances. 
What count, all that count in mat- 
ters of this sort, are the facts of 
the situation, not the words of can- 
didates. 

And it is the facts of the situa- 
tion which make it as certain as 
anything can be certain in this 
world that no American army can 
be raised, trained or equipped, car- 
ried across the Atlantic, landed in 
Europe, and set at the task of in- 
vading Europe. 

. . ° 

HE intervention of 1917 could 

not be repeated in this war, 
first, because there is no place to 
land an army, and second, because 
in this war of mechanized forces it 
is impossible to find mechanized 
weapons for the millions of trained 
soldiers who are already in Europe. 
The idea of sending an American 
army when there are no ports 
where it could debark is in itself 
absurd. The idea of sending an 
army, and of trying to supply it, 
when there are millions of seasoned 
troops already there who lack arms 
would be the height of the absurd. 
As long as Hitler holds the ports 
of the continent, an American army 
could not get to Europe. It woull 
be useless in England because Eng- 
land is already crowded with troops 
which are not fully armed and can- 
not be used. 

If ever the time comes when Hit- 
ler has to evacuate the coast of 
France, opening up ports where in 
theory an American army might be 
landed, Hitler will already be on the 
run, and the quick and sure way to 
dispose of him will be to pour arms 
into France for Frenchmen, Bel- 
gians, Dutchmen and Britons to 
use, 

Until Hitler’s hold on the conti- 
nent is broken, an American army 
could not get to Europe; as soon 
as his hold is broken, no one is go- 
ing to want to waste ships, sup- 
plies, and a year’s time moving an 
American army to Europe. 

Until Hitler is so badly defeated 
that he must evacuate France, no 
army can be sent to France as it 
was in 1917; when Hitler is so 
badly defeated that he must leave 
France, the whole continent will 
rise against him, and no American 
army would be needed or could get 
there in time.

bles of Europe is what Mr. Willkie 
called in his acceptance speech a 
“manufactured panic.” On_ the 
other hand, there is nothing manu- 
factured about the gravity of our 
relations with Japan. This, to put 
it bluntly, is the direction in which 
war must be regarded as being a 
genuine possibility. 

There is no more possibility, of 
course, that American armies could 
be sent across the Pacific than 
across the Atlantic. But there is 
the possibility, by no means re 
mote or negligible, of an economic, 
naval and aerial war in the Pacific. 

The possibility arises out of the 
decision to give economic assist- 
ance to China in its resistance to 
Japan. This policy, which had 
been cautiously and hesitantly pur- 
sued until a month ago, has now 
become increasingly active. It is 
a policy which seems to have, if 
the Gallup poll is to be trusted, the 
well-nigh unanimous support of the 
American people. It is, of course, 
the policy which Mr. Willkie advo- 
cated in his San Francisco speech 
a month ago, and it has now be- 
come the avowed policy of the 
American Government. 

The policy consists in making 
military supplies available to China 
and in cutting off military supplies 
to Japan. The positive aid to China 
consists in the opening of the

Dutch Express Resentment Toward 
Nazis in Boycotts, Covert Insults 


Opposition Sometimes Takes More Serious 
Forms Such as Giving Aid and Informa- 


tion to British.

N invading and occupying Hol- 
Jiana as well as other countries, 

the Nazis have sometimes por- 
trayed themselves in the role of 
stern but kindly fathers: 
“This hurts us more than it does 
you,” they have said, in effect, on 
more than one occasion. Even if 
the Nazis are taken at their own 
evaluation, however, there are dif- 
ficulties in the relationships. The 
Dutch, for example, like the Nor- 
wegians, view the matter in an- 
other light, as the objects of “dis- 
cipline” have a way of doing. 

Five months have now passed 
since Holland’s capitulation and 
evidence has recently accumulated 
that a large proportion of the 
Dutch are more resentful of Nazi 
rule than ever. Such as engage 
in active opposition to German rule 
may well be in a distinct minority. 
Passive opposition on a fairly large 
scale, however, sems to be the or- 
der of the day. 

Active opposition takes a wide 
variety of forms, some of them 
more like Halloween pranks than 
orthodox methods of conducting 
war, but all of them heroic and 
annoying in varying degrees. 
False Fire Alarms. 


One of the favorite devices of 
such patriots seems to be the turn- 
ing in false fire alarms. The 
record is incomplete, but the 
Deutsche Zeitung in die Nieder- 
landen reports that there were 31 
false fire alarms in Amsterdam 
alone in the secon’ fortnight of 
May and 70 during September. Two 
persons were arrested in May. 
None is reported to be have been 
caught last month. 

There have also been boycotts of 
Germans in Holland, according te 
Dr. Arthur Seyss-Inquart, the Ger- 


lands. He has warned the Dutch 
that Germans will have to be com- 
pensated for the damage they suf- 
fer in this way. Insults of Nazis 
and of the Reich and its symbols 
and leaders are also frequent 
enough in Holland to have called 
forth several rebukes and warn- 
ings from both Dutch and German 
quarters. These insults range all 
the way from failure of Dutch sol- 
diers in uniform to salute German 
officers, to reviling Adolf Hitler. 
One Dutchman was recently sen- 
tenced to 18 months’ imprisonment 
by a German court-martial in 
Utrecht for having declared that 
what Queen Wilhelmina says is 
more entitled to attention and re- 
spect than what “the German pa- 


perhanger” says. 
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A special German court in The 
Hague, also, recently sentenced an- 
other Dutchman to two and one- 
half years’ imprisonment and a 
French woman to three years for 
presumably even graver disrespect 
toward. Hitler. 


Others Sentenced. 


In two other cases, one in Arn- 
heim and one in Dordrecht, Dutch- 
men were sentenced to six months 
and three years, respectively, for 
having told Dutch girls not to have 
anything to do with German sol- 
diers. This advice was insulting 
to the German armed forces, the 
German courts held. 


Another form which opposition 
to the Reich has taken is in dem- 
onstrations in favor of the House 
of Orange. The German authori- 
ties have taken severe measures to 
suppress such demonstrations, how- 
ever, and have threatened to act 
with even greater severity, and 
this particular manifestation of 
this nationalism seems to be in 
abeyance, for the time being at 
least. 


But opposition to German rule 
has taken more serious forms than 
these:

Old-timers, who reminded people 
of the adage that the army which 
doesn’t grouse is no army at all, 
were shouted down by people sing- 
ing “solidarity forever.” 


Which is one reason why the fol- 
lowing bit of information seems 
worthy of relaying: 

Some of the large hats around 
Whitehall have been distressed re- 
cently by the circulation of an 
anonymous document labeled, “New 
Gettysburg Address, or the Cry of 
the Volunteer War Workers.” 


It follows closely the outline of 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg speech and 
these sample paragraphs give you 
a good idea of what it is all about. 

“Fourscore and five years ago 
our forefathers let loose upon this 
country the Civil Service, conceived 
in obstructionism and dedicated to 
the proposition that all men are 
created idiots. 

“It is rather for us to be here 
dedicated to the greater muddle 
remaining before us that this na- 
tion shall be given a new dose of 
appeasement and that the govern- 
ment of the Civil Service, by the 
Civil Service and for the Civil 
Service, shall give Hitler the earth.” 

From which experienced observ- 
ers gather, the morale of the volun- 
teer services is doing quite well.

IN TOP FORM. 

The Champ came out swinging last night. His 
punch was devastating, his boxing was 4 thing of 
beauty, and his footwork dazzling. He looked like a 
million dollars. 

In other words, President Roosevelt was in top form 
in the first of his avowedly political speeches of the 
1940 campaign. The world’s No. 1 radio personality 
was functioning perfectly. The magnificent voice, 
the easy delivery, the skillful balancing of drama and 
humor, were never demonstrated to better advantage. 

The purpose of the speech, as the President stated 
it, was to “call the attention of the nation to deliber- 
ate or unwitting falsifications of fact” by his oppo- 
nents, and he did the job with the keenest of relish. 
With a minimum of pointed words, he demolished 
some of the more fantastic scarecrows of the Willkie 
campaign. He demolished them without the rant or 
cant in which the campaign to date has abounded, 
but with facts, figures and logic. 

The President also reviewed the record, and it is, of 
course, his privilege to present the most favorable 
aspects of his seven and a half years in office. The 
contrast between the national hopelessness in the 
depths of depression, and the revival of morale and 
of business in the New Deal’s years, makes an im- 
pressive showing, as does the roll call of progressive 
legislation. Large-scale unemployment persists, and 
Mr. Roosevelt carefully skirted that fact, but there 
is encouragement in the recent months’ items of re- 
covery, and in continuance of the New Deal's 
ameliorative efforts. 

The President spoke explicitly on a subject that 
has disturbed many voters, the subject of possible in- 
volvement in war. His pledges were sweeping: no 
intervention abroad, no secret pledges of any kind to 
a foreign Power, an arms program for national de- 
fense alone. These were highly reassuring words. 
They were approved by the vast majority of his 
hearers, for they accurately reflect the country’s 
temper. The public approves, and despite the war- 
mongers’ most eloquent pleas, the people will insist 
on holding the President to his word. 

All in all, it was an inspiring and a devastating 
performance. It was a speech that put new spirit 
into a campaign that had reached a stage of vague- 
ness and monotony. To give an effective answer, Mr. 
Willkie must abandon his generalities and get down 
to points. Any sort of reply will be a colossal job 
at best—and the President still has four more 
speeches to make. 
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DECLINE OF THE HAPPY WARRIOR. 

Al Smith, the once happy warrior, took to the radio 
last night—just after the President finished his ad- 
dress—to make his contribution to the Willkie cam- 
paign. 

The manner in which he began promised a funny 
speech, not because of its desperate attempts at wit- 
ticisms, but because the man in the brown derby 
tried to make a burning issue of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
departure from the Democratic party’s 1932 plat- 
form. Smith forgot all about 1936. So far as he is 
concerned, there was, apparently, no election four 
years ago, no popular indorsement of the President's 
course, 

But Smith went beyond this. He turned to sour 
satire that was, in fact, vilification of Mr. Roosevelt. 
He all but accused him of throwing eggs at Mr. 
Willkie. With a perverted logic, he sought to turn 
the presidential function of leadership into a high 
crime against the state. He tried to revamp the 
American idea of government, and he tried to do it 
with vulgarity, with outrageous mud-slinging. 

The Al Smith the country knew in 1928 and the Al 
Smith it heard last night are two utterly different 
men. The one was, indeed, the happy warrior. The 
other is a disgruntled old man 
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WE RISE TO DEFEND UNION ELECTRIC. 
A letter from a reader asks this question: 


One of the things that Mr. Ickes did not ex- 
plain in his talk the other evening was the fact 
that the recipients of the Union Electric money 
were all Democrats and all part of the Demo- 
cratic machine. Why did he overlook this great 
opportunity? 


We have had to speak severely of Union Electric’s 
discredited former management on many occasions, 
but this unjust aspersion compels us to come em- 
phatically to the defense of Messrs. Laun and Boehm. 

They are accused here of rank favoritism, and even 
worse, of downright stinginess. It is a base canard. 
These public utility Santa Clauses earned a reputa- 
tion for unrestricted bounty in their open-handed, 
strictly non-partisan distribution of the $581,000 
slush fund. What did they care what politics a can- 
didate or office-holder professed? Prospective favors 
from Republican hands were just as highly prized by 
Union Electric as those from Democrats, and the 
party line was never drawn. 

The gravy train had a capacious ladle for every 
Missouri candidate, even some in Illinois, who 
wanted to get in on a good thing, and the color of his 
campaign button made no difference whatsoever. 
Anyone who says this share-the-wealth campaign 
was hampered by narrow partisan restrictions just 
doesn’t remember that parade of witnesses in the 
hearings and trials, that long record of munificence 
to hungering politicians, Republican as well as Demo- 
cratic. The distributors were both open-handed and 
broad-minded with those little envelopes full of $100 
bills. 

Our reader should get it straight. He should not 
attempt to discredit one of the most gorgeous dis- 
plays of bi-partisanship ever achieved in Missouri’s 
annals. And after all, a Republican at the utility 
feed trough looks no prettier than a Democrat feast- 
ing at the same place. 
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THE DICTATORS AND OUR ELECTIONS. 

Big events are apparently being prepared on 
the military and the diplomatic fronts by the Axis 
Powers. Strangely enough, they are designed both to 
cripple England and to have an effect on this coun- 
try’s presidential elections. Various rumblings to this 
effect have been heard, of which the most specific is 
the seemingly authorized statement in a Berlin dis- 
patch, published in Bucharest, that the Axis will 
strike out in all directions before the election “in 
order to give a real warning to America.” 

For once, it is safe to predict, the celebrated “war 
of nerves” technique is doomed to failure if this is 
indeed what the dictators have in mind. National 
defense is not an issue in this campaign. Even if the 
Axis now unleashes unprecedented terrors, the only 
effect here would be to heighten the determination 
of Americans to build invasion-proof defenses as 
speedily as possible. Such a stimulus, would scarcely 
benefit Hitler and Mussolini. 

Should the Axis disclose a greater menace than has 
yet been seen, the only possible effect would be to

Americans will be watching with grave concern 
what goes on in Europe as Nov. 5 approaches 
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WHO INSTIGATED THE LABOR RIOT? 

A large black mark was smeared upon the St. Louis 
area’s record of labor relations by the disgraceful out- 
break yesterday, at a building project in Pine Lawn, 
in which one man was shot to death, four others were 
wounded and 30 or more beaten 

The non-union construction men may understand- 
ably have resented the presence of a picket line at 
the job, but there is nothing illegal about a picket 
line. Even if there were, the non-union men would 
not have been justified in attacking the pickets and 
driving them away with missiles and deadly weapons 

By eye-witness evidence, the attack plainly was 
prearranged. Trouble was expected, and the non- 
union men had been prepared for it. At a signal 
from the scene of the first scuffle, the workers 
dropped their tools, armed themselves with stones, 
clubs and guns, and drove their autos at high speed 
to the picket line. The 200 men, by this time an 
uncontrollable mob, swept down on the 59 pickets, 
battering cars as they came and viciously attacking 
every picket in their path, The AFL men hastily 
retreated. The man killed and all but one of those 
injured were pickets. 

Who was responsible for this bruta: outbreak? 
Who armed these men? Who gave the signal to 
make the wanton attack? 

The pickets’ only interest was to organize the men, 
some of whom were said to be getting as little as 20 
cents an hour, and win higher wages for them. It 
is not plausible that the non-union men would spon- 
taneously come to work armed, would work them- 
selves to such a high pitch of fury without inspira- 
tion from outside. 

In this connection, it is significant that the con- 
tractor, Norman R. Schuermann, the day before had 
told deputies that his construction men would go to 
work yesterday “even if they have to carry shotguns.” 

Schuermann charges that the AFL men had shot- 
guns, but a Post-Dispatch reporter, after a careful 
canvass, could find no one who had seen weapons in 
their possession. And certainly a picket line of 
armed men would defeat its own purpose and im- 
mediately be rounded up by the authorities. Further- 
more, discharged shells were found on the battlefield 
only at places where the non-union men had stood. 

It is the clear duty of the county authorities to ar- 
rest and prosecute the men who did the slugging, 
shooting and vandalism. But even more important is 
the responsibility of finding out who inspired their 
attack, and visiting justice upon that guilty person 
or persons. This stain cannot be allowed to remain 
on the labor record of the St. Louis area. 
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AN ISSUE FOR THE WILLKIE ORATORS. 

Those patriotic Republicans who are out to protect 
our venerable institutions from annihilation at the 
hands of F. D. R. are overlooking something—the 
Thanksgiving day issue.

Colorado, 
Mississippi and Texas, which allowed time out for 
festive dinners both Thursdays last year, have de- 
cided one Thanksgiving is enough and will sit down 
to cranberry sauce and pumpkin pie on the early

Kentucky, Nebraska and New Mexico.

Both 
pledge themselves to appoint to the Commission only 
persons in full sympathy with the present conserva-

Both favor consolidation of Missouri's many tax 
collecting agencies in the interests of economy and 
efficiency. 

Both are against the proposed highway amend- 
ments, Propositions No. 6 and 7 in the November 
election. 

If the replies produce no important divergence of 
opinion, they are nonetheless valuable. They should 
remove any question that might remain in any mind 
as to the desirability of the proposal to lift the Mis- 
souri courts out of politics. They pass a sound judg- 
ment‘on the conservation program. They should as- 
sure the defeat of the two inadequate, destructive 
highway plans. They should provide impetus for 
criminal code reform when the Legislature meets. 

Both candidates for Governor have acquitted them- 
selves well on this questionnaire and its important 
issues,

Why Mr. Davis Is for Roosevelt. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OR nearly three months, I have tried 

to think through the confused and 
confusing situation which confronts a 
citizen who has only one master—his own 
conscience. s 

Starting with a deep prejudice against 
a third term, conscious of many mis- 
takes made by President Roosevelt and 
with admiration for much of Mr. Will- 
kie’s speech of acceptance, I have tried 
patiently and without passion or prejudice 
| to reach a conclusion: For whom should 
I vote on Nov. 5? 
| I have tried to weigh evenly in the bal- 
| ance and judge fairly the respective quali- 
| fications of both candidates for the presi- 
dency. 

If Mr. Willkie is sincere, and I do not 
question his sincerity, his main conten- 
tion is that he can make the so-called 
New Deal work better than the President 
can, that he can and will implement the 
New Deal program with greater efficien- 
cy. But he does not tell us how. 

His one important proposal, and a 
sound one, is that we must increase pro- 
duction, that to achieve the abundant life 
we must go to work and produce it. 

With that proposition I agree. But how 
does Mr. Willkie propose to accomplish 
such production? Is it by modifying such 
measures as the Wage-Hour Act or other 
similar acts, some of which were opposed 
bitterly by many who are supporting him 
actively? 

America is now attempting to prepare 
herself against the threat of foreign in- 
terference or invasion. We have started a 
defense program on a colossal scale. 

President Roosevelt has appointed two 
members of the Republican party Secre- 
tary of War and Secretary of the Navy, 
the latter the vice-presidential nominee of 
his party four years ago. 

The President has appointed an excep- 
tionally able National Defense Commis- 
sion. Washington is seething with thou- 
sands of business men intent on securing 
contracts for materials and weapons of 
defense. 

We must not forget, however, that the 
man behind the gun is as important as 
the gun and that we must rely upon our 
people as a whole to support and work 
for adequate defense. 

We must keep in mind also that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has become a symbol of 
democracy to Hitler, Mussolini and to 
millions abroad, who would construe his 
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defeat ag a repudiation of his vigorous 
efforts to aid Britain, to prepare Amer- 
ica and to weld together the peoples of 
our Western Hemisphere by his Good 
Neighbor policy. 

Apparently the vast majority of the 
workers are in favor of the President, 
who at least has tried to benefit the aver- 
age man and woman. 

Many of Mr. Willkie’s most vehement 
and economically powerful supporters are 
Roosevelt haters, some of whom fought 
against the SEC regulation of public 
utility holding companies, the National 
Labor Relations Act, the Wage-Hour Act, 
the Federal Housing Administration, etc. 

They must believe that Mr. Willkie, if 
elected, will seek either repeal or amend- 
ment of some of those laws or be lax 
in the enforcement of their provisions. 

Both the President and Mr. Willkie 
must act largely through others. We 
know through whom the President is act- 
ing, some of whom do not enjoy our 
complete confidence, but we do not know 
with whom Mr. Willkie will surround him- 
self should he be elected. 


We must vote on Nov. 5, not only for 
a President, but for the appointive exec- 
utive personnel of our Government. We 
can vote with reasonable assurance for 
President Roosevelt and his present Cab- 
inet, officers and staff. 

We must guess blindly who may be Mr. 
Willkie’s choice of key men and women 
if he should be our next President. 

Do we want to guess at a time like this 
when nearly all the world is at war and 
more wars are brewing, even threatening 
to draw us into the maelstrom? 

I have come to the conclusion that lI 
must make my choice and, without 
malice or self-assurance, but with humil- 
ity and hope, I shall swallow my prej- 
udice against a third term, accept, as the

WILLIAM HIRTH DIES, 
STATE FARM LEADER 


President of Missouri Farmers’ 
Association Succumbs to 
Heart Ailment. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 24.—Wil- 


liam Hirth, president of the Mis- 


souri Farmers’ Association and edi- 
tor of the semi-monthly Missouri 
Farmer, died here today of heart 
disease. He was 65 years old. 

He had been confined to a hos- 
pital: since Aug. 10. 

Mr. Hirth was organizer and for 
more than 25 years the directing 
fforce of the Farmers’ Association, 
which, with an annual turnover of 
$60,000,000 in its co-operative agen- 
cies, has been termed Missouri’s 
largest business institution. 

He and the organization engaged 
in several political and legislative 
contests, in support of the interests 
and policies of organized agricul- 
ture; but he ran for office only 
once. That was in 1936, when he 
ran against Lloyd C. Stark for the 
Democratic nomination for Gover- 
nor, on an anti-boss platform. He 
later backed Gov. Stark in the Gov- 
ernor’s fight on Boss Tom Pender- 

ast. 
Campaigned for Bryan. 


He was born in New York State, 
of German parents, who removed 
to Missouri in his early childhood, 
living first in Pike and then in 
Audrain County. Before he was 
of voting age, young Hirth was a 
secretary and lecturer of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, and as a first voter 
in 1896, he campaigned for William 
Jennings Bryan. He went to Cen- 
tral College at Fayette for two 
years, later worked as an insur- 
ance agent at Columbia, and studied 
law, being admitted to the bar. In- 
stead of practicing law, he bought 
the Columbia Statesman, weekly 
newspaper. 

In 1906 he began publishing the 
Missouri Farmer, and later sold 
the Statesman, to devote his time 
to the farm paper and to his plans 
for a Statewide farm organization. 
In this period he did legislative 
and publicity work for railroads 
and life insurance companies. 

“Every dollar of the approxi- 
mately $50,000 which I received for 
this work,” he said in an autobio- 
graphical sketch, “went to putting 
the Missouri Farmer and the Farm- 
ers’ Association on their feet.” 

Expansion of Association. 

The organization and the paper 
went together; every member of the 
association paid $2.50 annual dues, 
which included $1 for subscription 
to the Farmer. The association 
gradually acquired a chain of farm 
exchanges, elevators, and process- 
ing plants for eggs, poultry and 
dairy products. It became a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change, handling more grain than 
any private firm in the exchange’s 
membership, and of the Kansas 
City Board of Trade. It established 
co-operative livestock commission 
firms at packing centers. Its co- 
operative plants at Springfield be- 
came the largest of their kind in 
the United States, with 600 em- 
ployes. Before the collapse of farm 
prices, the association’s annual 
turnover approximated $100,000,000. 
In.recent years, it has been about 
$60,000,000. 

Hirth and the association op- 
posed the 1922 State bond. issue for 
roadbuilding, on the ground that 
sufficient provision was not made 
for dirt roads for the farmer’s use. 
He was chairman of an interstate 
farm group which supported the 
McNary-Haugen farm bill, vetoed 
by President Coolidge. He blamed 
Herbert Hoover, a member of the 
Coolidge Cabinet, in part for the 
veto, and during the Hoover admin- 
istration he assailed the Farm 
Board’s policies. 

For Public-Owned Utilities. 
Early in the first Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, the President named 
Mr. Hirth as a member of the Mis- 
souri advisory board of the Fed-

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Art Museum Buys English Furniture 
And Silver of 17th, 18th Centuries 


Scarlet Lacquered Bureau Cabinet Most 
Colorful of Acquisitions — Ship- 
ment Ran Blockade. 


Acquisition of a group of six 
pieces of English furniture and five 
pieces of English silver, represent- 


ing periods from the early seven- 
teenth to the middle of the eight- 
eenth century, was announced yes- 
terday by the City Art Museum. 

Most colorful of the new exhibits 
is a scarlet lacquered bureau cabinet 
with ornamentation in gold and 
black of figures, birds, flowers and 
other decorations done in the Chi- 
nese manner. Mirror doors are on 
the upper portion. The cabinet, on 
display in gallery 23, was made 
about 1730 and contains the label 
of the maker, “Giles Grendy, St. 
John’s Square, Clerkenwell, Lon- 
don.” It cost $3636. 

A longcase clock, of the William 
and Mary period, about 1690, has 
been added to the furnishing of the 
museum’s paneled room from Win- 
gerworth Hall, Derbyshire. The 
clock case is inlaid with marquetry 
panels of flowers and foliage of 
various colors on a walnut back- 
ground. The movement is by 
Christopher Gould. It cost $646.40. 

A Queen Anne walnut chair and 
stool, both made around 1710, have 
also been placed in the room. The 
chair is covered with figured wal- 
nut veneers, mellowed by time. The 
cabriolle legs are richly carved and 
the seat is upholstered in petit point 
needlework. The stool, oval in 
form, with claw and ball feet, is 
upholstered in old needlework. Both 
pieces were obtained for $1656.40. 

A mahogany tripod tilt-top table 
and an Irish side table have been 
placed in the Georgian pine-pan- 
eled room from Charlton House, 
Kent. The tripod table is charac-

FOOD FOR CHILDREN 


Bone Structure and Teeth 
Maintained by Inclusion 
in Diet. 


No scientist can make bones by 


and phosphorus in a test tube. But 
in the body, through some compli- 
‘cated processes, these two minerals 


are combined to make up a large 
proportion of the rigid structure 


shaking up a mixture of calcium | 


of the bones and teeth. 

Of course, other substances are 
needed for the building of bones. 
One of the most important is vita- 
min D, although this vitamin does 
not actually go into the structure 
of the bones. Vitamin D must be 
present to help the body in absorb- 
ing the calcium and phosphorus, 
but it will not take the place of 
either mineral. 

As children grow, 
bones at a rapid rate. So a supply 
of calcium and phosphorus and 
vitamin D is particularly important 
for them. Even before a child is 
born, his bones and teeth are form- 
ing. Then, during infancy and 
early childhood, these soft struc- 
tures are becoming hard, firm 
bones. Besides, the child’s bones 
become longer and thicker as he 
grows. 


they build 


When the child does not get 
enough calcium, phosphorus ana 
vitamin D, a disease, known as 


rickets, ix likely to develop. And 
ithe unlucky child may have bow 
legs, a flat chest and other mis- 
tormed bones for the rest of his 
life. 

The wise mother checks to make 
sure her child is getting enough 
of the materials needed for build- 
ing sound bones. Daily sun baths 
and out-of-door play will supply 
vitamin D. But foods rich in vita- 
min D, especially the fish-liver oils, 
are a more dependable source all 
the year round. 

The best way to give a child his 
daily supply of calcium is in the 
form of a quart of clean, pasteur- 
ized milk. In addition, this milk 
furnishes a generous amount of 
phosphorus, the other bone-building 
material. Phosphorus ig also sup- 
plied by the egg yolks and cereals 
that are added to the child’s diet 
at an early age; and later, lean 
meats and fish supply additional 
phosphorus. 

But even after a person is fully 
‘grown, he needs a supply of bone- 
building materials. Although the 
bones are no longer growing larg- 
ier, they must be maintained and 
kept in good condition. 

The supply of calcium merits spe- 
cial attention because diets are s0 
often low in this mineral. In fact, 
in a diet study of city families the 
country over, made recently, it was 
found that less than half the fam- 
ilies surveyed were getting as much 
calcium as they could use to good 
advantage. 

A pint of milk a day will supply 
the adult’s need for calcium. This 
milk can be used as a beverage, or 
it can be used in cooked foods. 
Cheese is also an important source 
of calcium. The green leafy vege- 
tables furnish generous amounts of 
calcium, too. But, unless a person 
takes milk in some form, it is al- 
most impossible to get a liberal 
supply of this mineral. 

Nearly all of the calcium-rich 
foods also contain phosphorus. In 
fact, phosphorus is so well distrib- 
uted throughout the common foods 
that there is little danger of a 
shortage in:this mineral, if a person 
eats a good assortment of the 
every-day foods.

diet because you've heard that 
dieting is dangerous. Nonsense, lI 
say. If you are in good health, if 
you are overweight, and if your 
diet contains the necessary protec- 
tive foods, then you have no cause 
for worry. Your health may ac- 
tually benefit by losing those super- 
fluous pounds. Also, a sensible 
reducing regime may give you bet- 
ter balanced meals than you've 
been eating. 

In any reducing regime there 
should be a scientific limitation of 


the food intake, so that you feel 
well and are able to do your work 
efficiently. 

Freak diets, such as starvation 
reducing diets or one-sided milk or 
orange juice diets, should be avoid- 
ed; they are weakening and may 
seriously lower your resistance to 
illness. When you suddenly cut 
out three square meals a day and 
gO on such skimpy diets, you take 
a beating. The secret of steady 
weight loss that will be permanent 
is this (provided you are normal 
and healthy): You must break 
yourself of the habit of overeating, 
by substituting new eating habits. 
A scientific reducing diet helps 
you to do this. 

Certain essential foods should be 
included in all reducing menus. If 
the diet is well planned, these need- 
ed foods can be included without 
exceeding your calorie quota. Gone 


. OME of you many-pounds-over- 


are the days of diets made up of 
nothing but pickles or black coffee 
and lettuce leaves. In contrast to 
such unscientific and one-sided 
diets, the modern, medically ap- 
proved reducing diets seem, at first 
glance, enough for a husky steve- 
dore. But these diets are deceiv- 
ing—their total caloric value will 
usually bring about a slow but 
definite weight loss, unless you 
have a lazy thyroid, or don’t get 
enough exercise, or add extra foods 
such as rich desserts. 


Here is a sample reducing diet. 
This may be varied from day to 
day by substituting different fruits, 
vegetables and meats. If you are 
unable to lose weight on such a 
diet, then don’t try starving your- 
self. A final reminder: if you have 
many pounds to lose, your personal 
physician should supervise your 
weight reduction. And don’t try 
to lose more than a pound or two 
eack week, 

Breakfast—Orange juice; whole 
wheat cereal, two tablespoons, with 
milh and one-half teaspoon sugar; 
one thin slice toast; one pat but- 
ter; coffee with milk, one-half 
teaspoon sugar. 


Lunch — One egg, hard-boiled; 
one slice brown bread; one-half 
pat butter; lettuce, and tomato 
salad, no mayonnaise; one apple; 
one glass milk. 


Dinner—One small steak, broiled; 
one helping of spinach; one help- 
ing of carrots; one small potato, 
baked or boiled; one-half pat but- 
ter; milk, or tea, or coffee with 
milk, no sugar; one pear.

Deep Massage 
As Treatment 
For Arthritis

E suggested yesterday that as 
W: general platform and pro- 

gram for the care of the in- 
valid with arthritis that there 
wasn’t any use saying, “He should 
go to a hospital,” or “She should 
seek a proper climate.” In the first 
place, the economic condition of 
the average patient does not per- 
mit that; in the second place, if all 
the arthritic invalids went to a cli- 
mate there wouldn’t be enough beds 
or rooms to house them. 

We believe the best’ general 
treatment for arthritis is some 
form of physical therapy—manipu- 
lation, heat, exercise—and that it 
is possible to devise simple home- 
made methods of applying these. It 
is quite possible to teach a home 
mother to give good massage. Of 
course, it should be. done at first 
under the direction of a doctor or 
professional masseur. 


Before describing that further, 
however, I should like to empha- 
size the value of something entire- 
ly different from manipulation— 
which is rest. In one of O. Henry’s 
stories he made quite a point of 
the fact that all the doctors he 
went to see advised “Rest and ex- 
ercise.” It isn’t quite as contra- 
dictory as it sounds. Alternation 
of rest and manipulation in ar- 
thritis, with more rest than ma- 
nipulation, is a key to treatment. 


And rest is certainly one of the 
God-given remedies that was de- 
signed to be carried out at home. 
It is one of the obvious things in 
treatment that is so close under 
our eyes it is overlooked. Of 
course I mean rest in bed with 
the affected limb at rest—in a 
cast, if necessary. I don’t mean 
the kind of rest that is implied in 
the sentence, “Now, grandpa, you 
rest right here and all you have 
to do is answer the telephone and 
the doorbell.” 


The kind of massage best suited 
to arthritis is kneading or deep 
rubbing of the muscles around 
the joint. Do not attempt to move 
the joint forcibly or when it is 
painful. A light, stroking move- 
ment over the joint itself may be 
used at times to relieve pain. 

At first, massage of an ar- 
thritic joint should be undertaken 
with wholesome respect, and per- 
formed gently and for short pe- 
riods. As improvement occurs, 
the kneading may be done deeper 
and the time period lengthened. 
Flare-ups will occur sometimes 
and then the active manipulation 
must be stopped for a while,
